In the gigantic convulsions 
which have consumed millions of 
lives in Russia, one alone reveals 
well the ruthless attitude toward 
individual human life, and points 
up well the remorseless quality 
of our Joe in these somber days. 


In 1942 Britain’s Winston 
Churchill and our country’s Avez- 

ell Harriman headed a delegation 
to Russia. It went there to inform 
the Soviets there would be an 
attack in Africa and in Italy but 
none across the channel into 
France, This was what the Krem- 
lin chiefly wanted. The visitors 
met with ill humor and rudeness. 
It was a rebuke by Winston 
Churchill which cleared the air. 


In all contemporary history 
there is no experience or writing 
of it which matches the Churchili 
product and no pages more stark- 
ly reveal the Kremlin’s view that 
individual life is without mean- 
ing when it clashes with the 
state, as does the chapter report- 
ing the 1942 days in Moscow. 


IO Million Lives 


Late on the last night of their 
wisit, Stalin impulsively invited 
Churchill to his quarters. They 
left the ,conference room and 
walked there. (The Kremlin is 
“the walled center. of ancient Mos- 
cow in which are many build- 
ings.) Stalin showed his living 
rooms. He introduced his daugh- 
ter. The Soviet leader was.in a 
gay mood. He sent for Molotov, 
saying, “There is one thing about 
Molotov—he can drink.” There 
was general conversation, wine to 
sip and many excellent buffet 
dishes from which to pick. 

At last there was a lull. : 

“Tell me,” asked Churchill, 
“have the stresses of this war 
been as bad to you personally as 
carrying through the policy of 
the collective farms?” 

The question aroused the) Mar- 
shal. 

“Oh, no,” he said, “the collec- 
tive farm policy was a terrible 
struggle.” | 

“I thought you would have 
found it bad,” Churchill replied, 
“because you were not dealing 
with a few score thousands of 
aristocrats or big Mndowners, 
but with millions of Small men.” 

“Ten million,” jsaid Stalin, 
holding up his hands. “It was 
fearful. Four years it -lasted. It 
was absolutely necessary for Rus- 
sia, if we were to avoid periodic 
famines, to plough the land with 
tractors. We must mechanize our 
agriculture. When we gave trac- 
tors to the peasants they were 
all spoiled in a few months. 
Only collective,farms with work- 
shops could handle tractors. We . 
took the greatest trouble to ex- 
plain it to the peasants. It was 
no use arguing with them. After. 
you have said all you can say to 
a peasant he says he must go 
home and consult his wife. ... 
After he had talked it over he 
said he would rather do without 
tractors and the collective 
form. . ./.”

In the last year, there have been 
differences between Washington

On Brasstown

BLAIRSVILLE, Nov. 30— 
Searchers headed by U. S. Forest 
Rangers Friday expect to attempt 
a second time to reach the charred 
wreckage of a twin-engine plane 
which crashed and burned on the

Georgia’s highest point. 

Asbury Smith, from the U, S. 
Forest Service Ranger Station at 
Black Mountain in the Chatta- 
hoochee National Forest, is slated 
to lead the expedition. 

- Union County Sheriff Virge 
Kelly said Smith was contacted 


the wreckage failed Thursday aft- 
ernoon. Kelly and troopers from 
the Blue Ridge State Patrol Dis- 
trict gave up after a four-hour ef- 
fort to scale the rugged peaks. 

| “Smith knows the section and 


he can reach the plane if anyone 
can,” Kelly declared. 

Air Force planes also are sched- 
uled to take part in the eat a 
Friday, if visibility is good, 


flew over the mountain Thursday 
but added, “it didn’t go anywhere 
near where the wreck was.” 


News of the crash on the 4,768- 
foot mountain near the Georgia- 
North Carolina line was relayed to 
the Shegiff’s office Thursday from 
the Ranger station.

-. Mr. Truman has, as the saying goes, put 
‘his foot in his mouth again. His remark 
is, being widely misinterpreted in this 
scountry. It is the finest of propaganda 
“hay for the Communists in the Iron Cur- 
“tain countries of Europe and Asia. If 
Americans misinterpret it, one can imag- 
ine the impression in other countries. 

What the President meant was that the 
atomic bomb, being one of this country’s 
military weapons, always is under consid- 
eration for use in conflict. He did not 
mean to imply, though many caught such 
an inference, that its use in Manchuria is 
being contemplated. 

Military men do not believe the atomic 
bomb would be effective against the Chi- 
neSe Communists. There are-no large in- 
dustrial. concentrations there. The Chi- 
nese are not simple enough to mass a suf- 
ficient number of troops to make a likely 
target. Large numbers of women and 
children would be killed. It would be a 
strike against us in the propaganda battle 
‘and would serve no military purpose. 

Blockbusters and smaller bombs can do 
the job much more effectively if we de- 
cide to bomb ,Manchuria. 

'Too much faith, we fear, is being placed 
in the atomic bomb. It is a powerful 
Weapon, but not an all-powerful one.

We believe, and most other Georgians 
believe, that a bit of reasonableness on 
the part of the School Board and the State 
Superintendent can dispose of the matter 
wtihout resort to the courts and without 
damage to the accreditation of Georgia’s 
schools. | 

There is little doubt in the minds of 
most people that the State Board was moti- 
vated largely by political considerations 
in dismissing 12 supervisors and other De- 
partment of Education employees. Like- 
wise, there is a general feeling that Dr. 
Collins’ reluctance to accept the dismissals 
is based to a great degree on politics. 

The schools are likely to suffer, as they 
always do when politics takes precedence 
over education. 

The Southern Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools ought to postpone 
discussion of disaccreditation until the 
State has had time to adjust the differ- 
ences. The fact that chargés were brought 
by an agency of the Association which is 
headed by one of those dismissed would 
cast a shadow over any precipitate action 
by that group.

Talmadge Takes 
A Leading Role 


Georgia’s Gov. Talmadge, the youngest Gov- 
ernor present, played a leading role in the South- 
ern Governors’ Conference which just ended at 

He led the Governors into the most important 
move of the Conference—launching the regional educational pro- 
gram into the graduate field. He presided over the roundtable 
discussion on regional education, made a progress report and urged 
the Governors to take the second major step in this field. 


The Georgia Governor made the motion, which was adopted, 
for the South to continue to keep its eye on freight rates and see 
that ‘they are equalized. This move was made during the round- 
table on industrial development of the South. In the other round- 
table of the conference, Gov. Talmadge seconded the motion of 
Gov. Fuller Warren of Florida to draft resolutions urging the Fed- 
eral Government to speed up its. plans for civil defense.

Three Pro jects Thus, in the three roundtables of the Con- 
A ference, Gov. Talmadge presided over one 
and spearheaded the adoption of an important new schoel pro- 
gram, led the move in another to protect the South’s industrial 
growth and joined in the movement of the third roundtable to 
protect the South against atomic attack.) : 


In addition to participating in the roundtables, Gov. Talmadge 
was a member of the nominating committee which chose Gov. 
Fielding Wright of Mississippi for chairman of the Conference. 


The Southern Governors were deeply concerned over civil de- 
fense. When they launched the regional education program, they 
began eliminating State lines—insofar as States within the South 
are concerned—in education. Now, they are eliminating State lines 
in the South in wartime in order to defend themselves in event of 
enemy attack. They plan to pass laws granting mutual aid to 
each other in civil defense. 


The Governors were alarmed over the lack of interest their 


people have in civil defense. Gov. Gordon Browning of Tennessee, 
presiding over the roundtable, said Southern people are complacent 
even though America is the only thing that stands across the path- 
way of Russia conquering the world. 

All Governors agreed that their people should be stirred into 
getting ready to defend themselves in view of an enemy attack 
which could come to this country. They felt that the people should 


be frightened into action. 
Gas Masks Gov. Warren said that weekly practices with old- 
fashioned gas masks would make civilians real- 
ize that war is at hand. Gov. John Battle of Virginia felt that 
the boys who are fighting the war—or who will be fighting it— 
should be told “what they are fighting for.” This would do more 
than circulation of “little blue books” of instructions on civil 
defense, he said. 

He thought perhaps an educational program on civil defense 
should be launched in the schools so it would seep into the homes. 
Gov. Allan Shivers of Texas said Texans don’t need frightening, 
but his State does need to know Federal plans. 

Some Southern Governors who criticized Federal spending and 
the attitude of States depending upon Federal subsidies were 
anxious for the Federal Government to put up funds for civil 
defense. However, Gov. Sid McMath of Arkansas declared that 
this was one action which the States could take on their own with- 
out depending upon Federal mioney—volunteer help by civilians 
could be used, he added. 

The South’s discussion of the problem of civil defense pointed 
up how well Adj. Gen. Ernest Vandiver, Georgia’s miltary head, 
has organized civil defense in this State. Moving fast, Georgia 
stands out in front in the South in organizing a civil defense pro- 
gram against atomic attack.

A Lag Farmers 
Can’t Afford 


I don’t think any of us get around to our 

experiment stations as often as we should and 

sie hae even when we do there is usually so much to see 

that we can’t get to half the places we want to go and can’t absorb 
a third of the evidence we see. 


I remember an anguished agronomist saying to a group of 
departing visitors, ““‘Why, you haven’t even seen the small grains.” 
He was an expert in small grains, had made extensive contribu- 
tions in that field and we were walking out on his pets. It was 
naturally discouraging to a chap who had spent his life in the 
business. 


me Experiment stations don’t always turn out 
Op — Vary a lock-and-key job. Sometimes a thing 
looks good under experimental conditions and doesn’t turn out so 
well in field trials or on the farms. No one knows this better than 
the: research people. 


Perhaps one group feels the tail of the elephant, like the old 
story of the blind men and the elephant, and someone else had to 
get hold of the trunk or the leg. I recall that one group discovered 
fescue grass wouldn’t grow in Winter. A different group found 
it wouldn’t grow in Summer, though not always at equal rates of 


growth. 


Such things happen, but not very often. In exchange for the 
meager funds they have to work with, the stations turn out a 
remarkable amount of work and find the answers to a remark- 
able number of questions. 


One of the intriguing devices-used by experiment stations in 
learning about grass-legume mixtures is the multi-purpose plot (I 
don’t know its official name) in which a piece of ground is planted 
to a selected grass and the entire area is then criss-crossed with 
selected legumes. Let us say it is desired to know which legume 


grows best with fescue grass. 

The whole plot is planted to fescue grass, and 
Plot Planted strips running north and south are planted to 
alfalfa, ladino clover, biennial sweet clover, hubam clover, and then 
a check plot. Running east and west would be strips of manganese 


burr clover, subterranean clover, Caley peas, crimson clover and 


a check plot. If all are given the same fertilizer treatment and 
the same general care, it doesn’t take long to learn which of the 
combinations get along better than the others. And which of the 
combinations produce the most forage. And so on. 


But as I started out to say, we don’t get.around to these stations 
often enough and until we do there: will always be a lag between 
knowledge ahd the application of “knowledge. Which is the delay 
the farmers can’t afford.

If You Doubt It-Weigh It Yourself 


Most of us think of Stone Mountain 
as a big rock you have to go around to 
get tothe Athens football games. But 
to people from out of State, it is one of 
the world’s most interesting objects. 


Seven miles around the base and rising 
650 feet above the Piedmont Plateau, it 
is America’s largest granite dome. The 
1,250,000,000-ton monolith was formed, 
according to geologists, about 200,000,000 
years ago, and it has been gradually ex- 
posed during that time by erosion wear- 
ing away the earth’s surface. Before the 
coming of the white man to Georgia, the 
Creek Indians used it as a meeting place 
and as a natural signal tower. By 1842 
the location had become a favorite resort. 


Clouds Tower, 165 feet high, offered visi- 
tors an excellent view of the surrounding 
countnyside and fine hotels catered to 
the “carriage trade.” In 1848 the newly 
formed Agricultural Society held Geor- 


gia’s first State Fair at the foot of the 
mountain. The illustration above is from 
an old wood-cut made about that time. 
Note Clouds Tower on the mountain top. 
Today, Stone Mountain, always in the 
public eye, stays in the news as groups 
interested in its development seek funds 
to complete the huge carvings on its 
face and to make of it a State park. 
Completion of the project, which has 
always been a great scenic attraction, 
would draw tourists by the thousands. __

the atomic discussion, the White 
House issued a clarifying state- 
ment that made his position on 
the atomic bomb explicit. 


“The forces of the United Na- 
tions are in Korea,” said Mr. Tru- 
man in the opening statement, ‘“‘to 
put down an aggression that 
threatens not only the whole fab- 
ric of the United Nations, but all 
human hopes of peace and justice. 
If the United Nations yields to the 
forces of aggression, no nation will 
be safe or secure. If aggression 
is successful in Korea, we can ex- 
pect it to spread through Asia and 
Europe to this’ hemisphere. We 
are fighting in Koréa for our own 
national security and survival. 


“We have committed ourselves 
fo the cause of a just and peace- 
ful world order through the United 
Nations. We stand by that com- 
mitment.”

field,” said Miss Morton, who as 
a research specialist for a home 
equipment manufacturer is in 
Atlanta currently to attend a 
Home Service Conference. 


This is due mainly to. three 
factors, she explained: the wider 
variety of fabrics with which 
we work today, to highly tech- 


nical pieces of equipment (wash- 


ing. machines), and, further, to 
the development of certain types 
of soaps and detergents. 

“A: woman,” Miss Morton con- 
tinued, ‘“‘must understand the 
handling of each of these in or- 
der te turn out a_ succesful 
wash,” 

Assuming that she had her 
weekly wash before her, Miss 
Morton explained that the first 
step would be to separate the 
garments according to fabric or 
fiber. Woolens, nylons and ray- 
one ‘would go into one pile and 
linens and cottons into another. 
Next you would separate these 
piles according to “degree of 
soil,” Those that are only slight- 
ly soiled would, ef course; re- 
quire less cleaning action than 
the ones that are really dirty. 

Remember that your woolens, 
nylons and rayons should be 
washed in warm water. Being 
soft fibers these fabrics relax 
quickly and give up their dirt 
without undue pressure. In like 
manner they also give up their 
dyes, This is the main reason 
for using warm instead of hot 
water, and not, according to 
Miss Morton, because the hot 
water would be injurious to the 
fabric. 

Cottons and linens, being of 


. tougher fiber with a harder sur- 


face require more cleaning ac- 
tion as an inducement to. give 
up their soil, and, of course, 
their dyes are set to be im- 
pervious to hot water. 


In choosing a soap or a 
detergent, the type water with 
which you are to wash will de- 
termine this. If the water is 
hard use a detergent. If soft, a 
soap. 

Fortunately, both soaps and 
detergents are divided inte two 
types. One type is designed es- 
pecially te take care of your 
fine linens, lingerie, blouses, 
baby clothes, and the other, 
which is identified by Miss Mor- 
ton as a hard-working agent, is 
to be used for your heavy wash, 
work clothes, blue jeans, cordu- 
roys and the like. 

Once you have become 
thoroughly familiar with your 
task, Miss Morton explained that 
you will be able to wash every- 
thing from feather pillows to 
snow suits and electric blankets 
with complete success. 


Furthermore, she suspects that 
you will soon discover that 
washday holds no more horrors 
than any other day in the week. 
As a matter of fact, she even 
suggests that you will begin to 
enjoy it with a sense of exhila- 
ration that comes from achieve- 
ment. 

Be that as it may, she would 
like you to remember this: 

“Clean clothes last longer and 
wear better ... by actual tests.”

Tritium Production 
Spotlights South 


By BILL BORING 


In a special report, Business Week discusses “tritaum, : 
which will be the Southeast’s newest manufactured product 
once the AEC gets going on the Savannah River. 

» About the hottest thing yet 

turned up for a superbomb, tri- 
tium is made up of a proton and 
“two neutrons. It doesn’t occur in 
nature, but must be manufactured. 
And it must be manufactured in 
uranium piles (devices for produc- 
ing a controlled chain reaction of 
huclear fission) of the Hanford 
type, competing directly with the 
manufacture of plutonium. 

The procedure for manufactur- 
ing tritium starts with lithium, an 
. extremely light metal. 

Tritium has the chemical prop- 
erties of hydrogen but quite dif- 
ferent mechanical and nuclear 
properties. 

Behind the decision to set up a 
tritium producing plant on the 
Savannah river undoubtedly is the 
fact that a tritium bomb seems to 

‘be the only one of the superbomb 
types worth experimenting with 
now. A tritium bomb really looks 
‘hopeful. 

But if a superbomb does come 
out of the Savannah Plant, it will 

' not be an “H” or hydrogen bomb, 
as generally reported. It more cor- 
rectly should be called a “‘T” (for 
tritium) bomb.

Better planning both by public 
agencies and by private enterprise 
groups is essential to enable Met- 
ropolitan Atlanta to capitalize 
fully upon its possibilities for in- 
dustrial expansion, according to 
the opinion expressed here Thurs- 
day by industrial development 
experts for railroads serving this 
area.

But 
William H. Russell, General In- 
dustrial Agent for the Southern 
Railway, said there is a 90-acre 
area in the neighborhood of 
Glenn. and Whitehall Streets 
available for industrial purposes if 
it is zoned for industry rather 
than for low-cost housing. 

E. S. Center, Jr., Industrial 
Agent for the Atlanta & West 
Point Railroad, said the areas 
available for industrial expansion 
on the perimeter of the Metro- 


ack of utilities, such as water, 
sewerage and gas. He urged City} 
and County authorities to get to- 
gether on some co-ordinated plan 
to provide these utilities in order 
to induce tax-paying industries 
to locate in these areas. 

“This area is ready for develop- 
ment,” he said, {but industry will 
not locate here because it has no 
gas, no water, no sewerage.”
